Paris, Dec. 14.— Extraordinary pre- 
cautious are maintained by both peace 
commissions to preserve secrecy as to 
the contents of the treaty. The fol- 
lowing outline of the treaty, however, 
has been obtained from a source usu- 
ally reliable:

Article five deals with the cession of 
barracks, war materials, arms, stores, 
buildings and all property appertaining 
to the Spanish administration in the 
Philippines.

Article seven grants to Spanish trade 
and shipping' in the Philippines the 
same treatment as Amerio.iu trade 
and shipping for a period of ten years.

One versiou of the affray is that the 
military hospital employes ami a num- 
ber of Spanish privates, who were 
standing in the hospital portico, re- 
fused to remove their hats when re- 
quested to do so by persons in the pro- 
cession. Thereupun the Cubans, it is 
alleged, tried to knock off the bats and 
a fight ensued. 

The privates fired on the procession, 
the window* of the hearse being brok- 
en and bullets striking the coffin. 
Knives and pistol* were freely used. 

The procession which consisted ol> 
180 carriages continued to the Cuban 
camp near Murianao where military 
honors were rendered. There i 
more than 50 wreathe of flowers from 
the friends of Capt Sotolongo, and the 
procession,and ceremonial were virtu- 
ally a demonstration against the hotel 
Inglaterra outrage.

WORLD'S BIGGEST SKELETON. 



It has been long known that Wy- 
oming was the graveyard of the larg- 
est animals which have at any time 
inhabited the earth. Prof. W. H. Reid. 
of tbe department of geology of the 
state university, while exploiting the 
fossil fields of Albany county, about S>0 
miles northwest of La ramie, during lost 
August, discovered the fossil skeleton 
of the largest animal yet found in the 
world. The monster was a dweller in 
the jurassic age. known to science as a 
dinosaur, measuring nearly 130 feet in 
length, estimated to have been 30 feet 
in height at the hips and 25 at the 
shoulders, its petrified skeleton weigh- 
ing mire than 40,000 pounds. Thetnly 
known fossil which approximates this 
dinosaur in size is the celebrated 
brontossurin the Yale college museum, 
discovered some years ago in Wyoming 
by Prof O. C. Marsh. This monster 
unearthed by Prof. Marsh is said to 
have been 70 feet in length, the new 
discovery by Prof. Reid eclipsing it by 
60 feet in length. This recent discov- 
ery is raid to put the reptilian fossil 
collection of the Wyoming university 
ahead of any in the world. When this 
dinosaur is completely restored snd 
mounted It will adorn the university 
campus and become one of the wonders 
of the world.
